
WORTH DEFIED
IN 'CONSOLIDATED'

Exchange Governors Call
Protest Meeting Over

President's Head.

WANT NEW* OFFICERS

Would Also Change AdmissionRules and Methods
of Business.

LEADERSHIP IS LACKING

Insurgents Have So Far Been
Unable to Get Organized

for Real Revolt.

IThe management and policies of the
Consolidated Stock Exchange were
under fire again yesterday in a lengthy
session of its governing committee.
The meeting was called by a majority
of the governors over the head of W.
S. Silkworth, president of the exchange,and his associates in the
management, who have encountered
criticism recently because of existing
policies governing admission requirementsand trading practices.
As was the case when the first meetingof the governing board ffvas held

for this purpose on last Monday, the
session lasted over three hours, and at
its close word was sent to newspaper
men that no announcement would be
made. In the absence of an official
statement several significant facts
came to light bearing on the latest
attempt to eliminate objectionable
financial practices on the part of some
members of the Consolidated.

Chief among these w'as the fact that
a majority of the governing board
favors a change of executive officers and
a revamping of the rules covering admissionsto membership and business
informal protest meeting held last week,
methods. This was discovered at an

with the result that Monday's session
of the governing committee was called
without the consent of W. S. Silkworth
whose resignation as president was

sought by the insurgents.
Although the sealed envelopes bearingnotice of the first meeting of the

governors were sent out from the executiveoffices of the exchange on Saturdaymorning. Mr. Silkworth, shortly beforethe governors convened on Monday.denied printed reports that an attemptwas being made to oust the man1agement, and asserted thnt the meeting
v. as nothing more than a special sum-*
mer session for the disposition of acicumulated routine business.

It was learned yesterday that Mon'day's meeting was unproductive of tangibleresults and that the chief difficulty
obstructing the rebellion was the lack
of organisation and leadership. It Is
believed that the movement will not
assumo the proportions of a genuine
revolt unless some one among the insurgentsis found who is willing to acceptthe responsibility of stepping on the
toes of those members who would be
directly affected by a change In the
administration and policies of the exchange.

Lack of leadership has been responsiblefor the failure of many campaign
reforms In the exchange in former years.
The present move In that direction had
Its Inception In the ntimerous failures
of member firms In recent months in
whose financial records and books undesirablebusiness methods were uncovered..

RUSSIAN CHURCHMEN
SENTENCED TO DIE

Eleven Doomed for Resisting
Seizures of Treasure.

Moscow, July 6 (Associated Press)..
Eleven persons, Including the Petrograd
Metropolitan. BenJajrtln, have been
sentenctd to death by the Petrograd
Revolutionary Tribunal, for Interfering
with the seizure of church treasures.
Flfty-th-ee others have been sentenced
to various terms of imprisonment.
Twenty-two were acquitted.
The trial of the accused lasted more

than three weeks. Among others
sentenced to death are Blshon Benedict,
Archbishop Serglus ana the Canons of
Knzan, St. Isaac's and Troytsky Cathetdials. Petrograd's three largest churches,
and Profs. Ognleff and Novltsky.
The tribunal has decided to transfer

to Petrograd proceedings against the
Patriarch Tlkhon, who was recently
arrested.

The'trial of the Social Revolutionists
charged with sedition Is proceeding with
